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The best inflation fighter in 
Canada is you. 


When you shop around and shop carefully, you’re 
fighting inflation. When you turn off a light or 
lower the thermostat, you’re fighting inflation. 
When you work to understand the real problems, 
to learn where high prices come from, how higher 
prices and higher wage demands feed on each other, 
you re fighting inflation. 


You can also fight inflation by knowing who is 
responsible for the different parts of the prices, 
profits and income control program. Because then 
you can apply pressure where it does the most good. 
You can ask questions. And get answers. 


Canada is a nation with many jurisdictions. The 
Anti-Inflation Program, announced by the Federal 
Government on October 14, 1975, applies in all these 
jurisdictions. But it falls to various authorities in 
different places to implement the controls. 


Every corporation, government department, organiz- 
ation or institution that sells a product or service, or 
that levies charges of any kind, has a responsibility 
to observe the spirit of the anti-inflation guidelines. 
This doesn’t mean that they are not allowed to raise 
their prices, fees or charges. The Anti-Inflation Pro- 
gram is not a price freeze program. But any increase 
in prices or charges should arise only out of increased 
costs in producing the product or service being sold. 


This booklet is intended as a guide for your personal 
fight against inflation. If you notice a price increase 
that seems unreasonable or unjustified, you should 
complain about it. You should find out the reasons 
for the increase. If the reasons are not good, you 
should bring the matter to the attention of the 
authorities. 


The authorities in various areas of public and pri- 
vate commerce are listed in this booklet. As you 
probably know, the federal government has estab- 
lished an Anti-Inflation Board which has the power 
to monitor prices in much of the private sector. But 
the AIB does not control everything. When the 
Anti-Inflation Program was announced, there were 
already many regulatory agencies in existence 
with authority over the rates of companies in certain 
areas of the economy. These agencies have retained 
their authority, but have been asked to see that rate 
increases conform to the anti-inflation guidelines. 


Similarly, the federal and provincial governments 
have kept to themselves the responsibility to deter- 
mine tax rates and public pension and insurance 
rates and certain other charges for non-commercial 
services. And municipalities retain responsibility 
for setting certain rates, such as public transit fares, 
property taxes and public parking charges. 


If you need information about prices or taxes or 
fees, or if you want to complain, whom should you 
ask? How can you find the right address? 


How to use this booklet 


On pages 4 to 5 of this pamphlet you will find a list 
of products and services which you, as a consumer, 
will normally have reason to buy. Or charges which, 
as a taxpayer, you will be subject to. 


If you have a question about any increase in prices 
or charges, first get in touch with the company, 
government or organization that instituted the in- 
crease. If you are not satisfied with the reply, con- 
sult the list of products and services to find the one 
which relates to the increase you are concerned 
about (rents or taxes or electricity rates or food 
prices or public transit fares, etc.). Here you will 
find a reference telling you whether the area of 


activity falls within the jurisdiction of the Anti- 
Inflation Board, or the federal government, or pro- 
vincial governments, or some regulatory agency. 


Starting on Page 6 is a list of addresses for the AIB 
and government ministries or agencies that have 
responsibility, under the Anti-Inflation Program, to 
control certain prices. If the price you are concerned 
about falls within a federal jurisdiction, write the 
appropriate ministry or agency. If it is a provincial 
matter, or a municipal one, you will find under the 
name of each province or territory the addresses of 
the major departments or provincial agencies that 
have regulatory responsibility for prices and rates. 


In other words, this is your anti-inflation address 
book— your Directory. If you have a problem with 
prices, use it often and make your opinions count. 
The harder you fight inflation, the sooner the battle 
will be won.
